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PREFACE. 






X HE right of Chriftians to judge for themfelves 
in religious matters, and to worihip God accord- 
ing to the dictates of their own confciences, miift 
be allowed by all enlightened Proteftants. Some 
Societies among Proteftant Diflenters, in the ex-* 
ercife of this invaluable right of private judgment^ 
have deviated from their ufual mode of worlhip^ 
and introduced fome printed Devotional Services, 
in which they themfelves may take a vocal part 
with the Minifter. 

This has given rife to the publication of many 
judicious Liturgies for the ufe of fuch congrega- 
tions. 

The compilation contained in this Volume 
was occafioned by the wifh of a refpeftable So- 
ciety, to make a trial of this mode of public 
worihip. 

Their principal reafons for it are briefly thefe. 

By the congregation taking a part in the de- 
votional fervices, the attention of the worfhippers 
is more eafily kept up, and proper devotional affec- 
tions are more likely to be excited, by a whole 
congregation uniting their voices, in fome parts 
of the various folemn addrcfles to the Divine 
Being. . 
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In this mode, their devotion is not made to 
depend on the Mfnifter's fiiame of mind, which, 
like that of others, muft be different at different 
times. 

By the admiffion of pre-compofed printed 
forms, the people have an opportunity of perufing 
them in private, and by this means of being better 
prepasred for ufing them in public. 

To thh it may be added, that though Liturgies 
are nbt exprefsly enjoined in Scripture, yet this 
•itiode of worfhip V7as countenanced by the prac- 
tice of Chrifl and his apbftles, who flatedly joined 
in the fervices of the fynagogue. The form of 
-prayer affo" Which ouf blefled Lord prefcribed to 
his difciples, was chiefly extrafted from the public 
liturgies theft in ufe among the Je\vs. 

Where fach a pfovifion is made, public wor- 
(hip may, with more eafe and propriety, be con- 
tdufted by a congregation, in cafe of a Minifter's 
illnefs, or necelfary abfence. 

Though for thefe, and other reafons, they have 
thought proper to introduce fome printed devo- 
tional forms, it is not intended that Free Prayer 
fhouM be entirely excluded : The latter is flill 
to be continued as part of the Service, whereby 
they hope to enjoy the advantages of both. 

Some have obje£led to the introduflion of prlnt- 
erfoifices of devotion among Proteftant DilTenters, 

that 
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that it is a deviation from the principles of 
their predeceflbrs. To this it may be anfv^ered, 
have not Chriftians of the prefent day as much 
a right to judge and a£l for themfelves as their 
anceftors? The obje£Uon, however, is found- 
ed in miftake. The original non-conformrfts in 
thefe kingdoms not only allowed the lawftilnefs of 
praying by form, but even the expediency of it, 
in fome cafes. 

The main body of the DiiTenters in England, 
at the reftoration of Charles II. would have com- 
plied with the ufe of the Liturgy of the eftabliftied 
Church (as to the main and general purport of it) 
if fome points, which appeared to them unfcrip^- 
tural, might have been difpenfed with. 

It has alfo been obje<9ed, that Liturgies con- 
fine the congregations in which thiy are ufed, ^o a 
certain fet of religions fentrments, and confer 
quently have a tendency to impede the prcgrefs 
of free enquiry. 

But this inconvenience may be prevented, by 
forming the Devotional Services oA the genera! 
principles of Chriftianity ; and efpedally, if thtere 
be an occafional review of them, asfeems very 
proper, and a new edition printed, Whenever any 
cohfiderable number of a Society exprefi a wifll 
for it. 

In order to avoid the too frequent return of the 
iamc forms, this Volume contains ten diffe- 
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HENT Services, eight of which have been prin- 
cipally compiled from Devotional Offices already 
in ufe among fome Societies of Proteftant Diffen- 
ters ; to which are added two Services, chiefly 
felefted from the Book of Common Prayer. 
. As to the poftures fuitable to public worfliip, 
the compilers, in the direftions they have given, 
wifh to be underftood as intending thereby merely 
to exprefs their fentiments of propriety, and every 
worfljipper is to judge for himfelf, and conform 
to them or not, as may beft accord with his own 
views of propriety and decency. 

In the compiling thefe Devotional Offices, care 
jias been taken to adhere to the plain dire£lions 
contained in the following pafTages of Scripture, 
•and many others of like import : 

" Thou (halt worlhip the Lord thy God, and 
him only (halt thou ferve.'* Matt. iv. lo. 

^^ In that day ye ihall a(k me nothing (fays 
Chrift.) Verily, verily I fay unto you, whatfo- 
cver ye fhall afk the Father in my name, he will 
give it you." JohXxvu 23. 

" To us there is but one God the Father, of 
whom are all things, and we in him ; and one 
Lord Jefus Chrift, by whom are all things, and 
we by him.** i Cor. viii. 6. 

" Through him (Chrift) we have an accefs, by 
one Spirit, unto the Father.** Ephef. ii. 18.

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The compilers, apprehending that points of 
doubtful difputation ought not to be introduced 
into public fervices of devotion, have aimed at 
avoiding any expreflions which might be ofFenfive 
to Chriftians of diflFerent fentiments. Whatever 
may be their peculiar views of fome difputable 
do£):rines, may not all unite in worihiping the 
Father through his Son Jefus Chrift ? 

They confider the good and pious of every de- 
nomination, as brethren of the fame family, and 
heirs with themfelves to the fame glorious inheri- 
tance. They earneftly wifh and pray, that a 
candid and liberal fpirit, a zeal founded in know- 
ledge, and regulated by love and charity, may in- 
creafe among Chriftians. May it be the defire of 
all religious profeflbrs, whatever are their modes 
of public wor&ip, to maintain the unity of the 
Spirit in the bond of peace, and righteoufnefs of 
life r
